Along the actual combat lines 
of the Fifth and Eighth Army bat- 
tle fronts, the weather 
layed the German game as it 
oe repeatedly in major engage 
ments of the last few months by 
shielding enemy ,strong points 
from bombing and strafing dur- 
ing the pinches. 

Thick mists as high as 3000 feet 
In some places forced many 
Zighter-bombers to return to base 
with their bomb loads. 

Reinforcement Routes Hit. 

But Brig. Gen. Gordon P. Sa- 
Ville’s Twelfth Tactical Air Com- 
mand, which is getting its first 
major test since being streamlined 
and strengthened to succeed the 
old Twelfth Air Support Command 
more than two weeks ago, had 
more than one pistol in its belt. 

Swapping the clouded closeup 
targets for ones more distant, the 
tactical flyers also stabbed at road 
secre bridges and other re- 
nforcement routes which were 
vulnerable through breaks in the 
overcast. 

Big bombers. rumbled far be- 
“ntutg the front in increasing num- 

ers throughout the morning car- 
rying out a double-edged supply- 
siashing support program. 

Skies “Sole Property” of Allies. 

The skies over and for some 
distance beyond the front still were 
almost the sole property of Allied 
pilots. 

“I saw only one enemy plane, 
and he didn’t bother us,” said Lt. 
William Humphreys of Cora) Ga- 
bles, Fla. 

He and Lt. Royd Simmons, 
Bowling Green, Ky., P-51 Mustang 
pilots, made a dawn reconnais- 
sance patrol over the Cassino and 
Anzio fronts and deep behind the 
enemy lines. 


“But it was really overcast all | 
the way,” Simmons said. “We went | 


almost to Rome and there were 
only a few breaks in the clouds 
all the way. They were dowa be- 
low the mountain peaks in many 
places, so we were forced to go 
out to sea sometimes or stay above 
the overcast.” 

German Traffic Moving South. 

However, Lt. William Marden, 
Stony Brook, Long Island, N. Y., 
and Lt. Lyde Pruett, Roanoke, Va., 
the next pair of reconnaissance pi- 
lots to take over the patrol, said 
the overcast was beginning to 
break up in some sectors later in 
the morning.

“We saw a few vehicles moving 
toward the Cassino front around 
Rome and east of Anzio,” Marden 
said.

“Huge Formations.” 

“We saw huge formations of me- 
dium bombers heading north,” 
said Pruitt. “There seemed to be 
hundreds of them. They were so 
many at first that I didn’t think 
they were airplanes—in the dis- 
tance I thought maybe they were 
flak. Then they got closer and I 
saw they were bombers.” 

As he talked, formations of A-36

A Banker on World Money Plan 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The editorial in the Monday issue of 
the Post-Dispatch concerning the inter- 
mational monetary fund overlooks, I feel, 
some features of the fund which seem 
to me to destroy its practicability. 

In the first place, it is not contem- 
plated thai.there will be an immediate 
removal of the restrictions imposed on 
‘tthe free use of currencies, which the 
proponents of the fund agree is very 
much needed, The plan specifically pro- 
vides that during the transition period 
member countries may maintain and 
adapt to changing circumstances ex- 
change regulations of the character 
‘which have been in operation during 
the war. 

_ These restrictions often are as deter- 
rent to the free flow of goods as tariffs 
and other trade barriers. Banking 
opinion in this country favors a more 
rapid stabilization of currencies in order 
thus to expedite the improvement in 
world trade, and:to accomplish that, 
approves of a program which would 
provide for the stabilization of the 
pound sterling with the dollar. 

. ° . 


Tt is believed that this would pro- 
vide a medium in international cur- 
rency which would have wide usage, 
because the other countries of the West- 
ern Hemisphere relate their currencies 
“to the dollar, and the other members of 
the British Empire would base their 
currency on the pound sterling. If this 
could be effected, a large trading area 
‘would immediately be supplied with a 
stable medium of exchange. 

It is further believed that, with this 

* foundation, other currencies could from 
time to tithe be stabilized, thus securing 
gome stable currencies much more 
quickly than would probably occur un- 
der the plan of the international mone- 
tary fund. 
~ ‘The second serious objection to the 
fund is that there will be only a few 
creditor nations, the United States being 
‘by far the largest one, and the majority 
-of the members would be debtors. 

Experience has proven that creditors 
do not fare well when their funds are 
under the control of debtors, and it is 

easy to see that the money that would 
be placed in the fund by the United 
-States would be under the control of a 
“group which would be sorely tempted 
to use it for their own benefit, regard- 
lens of whether or not it was likewise 
beneficial to this country. 

. ° . 


" Another feature of the fund that is 
~mecessary for its success is the surren- 
der of our control of our own currency. 
Specifically, this would mean, for ex- 
ample, that the fund under certain con- 
ditions could change the gold content 
‘of our dollar without the consent or 
» approval of the Congress of the’ United 
“States. It seems to me that this is a 
-gurrender of more authority than is 
necessary to accomplish the purpose 
“that we have in mind. 

Co-operation is needed and must be 
forthcoming among the larger nations 
if we are to have anything like eco- 
-nomic equilibrium, but it does not seem 
“that it is necessary to bring in, in the 
beginning, all of the nations. 

« The bankers in this country generally 
very much favor a plan such as that 
proposed by Leon Fraser, president of 
the First National Bank of New York, 
which we believe would be much more 
workable than the proposed interna- 
tional monetary fund, and would attain 
the ends desired much more quickly.

An Agreement to Agree 


Correpondents in London expected the post- 
war civil aviation conference between Lord Bea- 
verbrook and Adolf Berle several weeks ago to 
produce valuable information. About all the 
news they got of it, however, was that the two 
men met and shook hands, and that the deter- 


mined “Beaver” himself found Mr. Berle to beg 


also an exceedingly determined man. 

One reporter bolted their last press conference 
in disgust at its newsless nature. The New York 
Times correspondent forwarded a farcical report 
to the effect that Beaverbrook and Berle, after 
long discussion, agreed to announce that they 
were in agreement, since it would not be agree- 
able to announce that they were in disagreement. 

Back in Washington, Adolf Berle has stayed 
mum behind the doors of his State Department 
office. In London, however, Beaverbrook has 
broken silence, after persistent public questioning 
from all quarters, with a bombshell. 

“Reluctantly,” he said, the so-called Canadian 
plan was abandoned, since it “was considered 
by the Americans as too rigid a basis for talks 
at the proposed international conference.” This 
is the conference the United States hoped to hold 
in Washington this month. The British, walking 
a tight wire of policy that had little resemblance 
to our own, asked for a preliminary parley. 

Basically, the Anglo-American difference is 
this: Great Britain, like Canada, is committed 
to “chosen instrument” control of postwar- civil 
aviation through a Government monopoly; the 
United States is committed to the regulated com- 
petition of private enterprise. 

Britain and Canada want an international 
regulating authority that would set up not only 
uniform load, safety and zoning controls, but 
would also determine each nation’s part in 
international traffic through a quota system and 
limited frequency of service. 

This is fine for “chosen instrument” policies, 
but anathema to our own, especially since the 
United States developed 80 per cent of the pre- 
war international traffic. Our interest is in 
comparatively free landing and pickup rights 
everywhere; in uniform rates and standards, 
probably fixed by an international commission, 
that would prevent any one government from 
using its air line or lines as cut-throat competi- 
tive political instruments, 

If Britain has backed down from her pre- 
conference point of view, she has come a long 
way from the simple agreement on the “right 
of commercial transit’—landing rights but no 
passenger or traffic rights—reached by the 
Prime Minister and Mr. Roosevelt last fall. She 
has also prejudiced the effectiveness of the 
“chosen instrument” policy, and opened the door 
of criticism-to all those vocal Canadian and 
British interests which object to government 
monopoly in the aviation field. 

No action taken at the Beaverbrook-Berle 
meeting is binding on either government, yet 
each will have been fortified by the London 
discussion at the international eonference in 
Washington. What worries lesser and “have- 
not” nations, and concerns those who think of 
the United States ag their champion, is the same 
old thorn in the United Nations bouquet. 

Will America and Britain, preponderantly pow- 
erful, be scrupulously fair in using the power 
they hold? It is the question asked about inter- 
national stabilization, international trade, inter- 
national authority for controlling conflict and 
keeping peace. Unless the international aviation 
agreement does protect the interests of lesser 
nations, there will be open season on power poll- 
tics in a field of tremendous military and eco- 
nomic importance to the future of the world. 
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The Not Too Magnum Opus 


The portable opera which is being devised 
for tours of army camps should be well on its 
way toward success if the musical world can 
work out a portable performer.

Although they 
had certain expenses of their offices to pay out 
of the aggregate, they have long enjoyed re- 
muneration substantially higher than is pro- 
vided for comparative offices where salaries are 
fixed by law. \ 

It is in the public interest that all officials 
in such populous communities as St. Louis, St. 
Louis County and Jackson County should be on 
regular salaries and that the large sums in fees 
collected by some of these officials should be 
turned in to the public treasury.

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F. D. R. As a Feudist 


The feud between President Roosevelt and 
Gen. Charles de Gaulle ... flared up again 
the beginning of this week and now threatens 
once more to delay all agreement with the 
French on the administration and future of 
France. 


These are the words of Helen Kirkpatrick, 
writing from London. Multiply them a thousand 
times—by the words of correspondents on the 
scene in London and Algiers and of columnists 
with a deep insight into European politics; by 
the sentiments of French patriots in exile and 
those awaiting H-hour on the Continent. Mul- 


tiply them by Anthony Eden’s recent words in 


Commons: “I don’t know any other authority 
(except the Algiers Committee) but Vichy, and 
we have no intention of dealing with Vichy un- 
der any circumstances whatever.” Multiply them 
by the feeling throughout the British Govern- 
ment that the United States policy toward De 
Gaulle, based upon the President's personal prej- 
udice against him, is not only untenable, but 
dangerous, and may place the lives of Allied 
soldiers in jeopardy. 

These are the issues prejudiced by the “feud”: 
Will the French underground lend full and or- 
ganized co-operation to our invading troops? Will 
the historical friendship between France and the 
United States be breached because our President 
has let personal animosity impede the rebirth 
of French democracy? Will the smaller nations 
of Europe, embracing some 200,000,000 people, 
judge the United States by its policy toward 
France and suspect all our policies by reason of 
its unfairness? 

The British deplore this state of affairs. The 
French, who acclaim De Gaulle as their natural 
leader, deplore it. It is, fo America, repudiation 
of our stated aims and principles. 

It has got to be rectified, and the position of 
the Algiers Committee made clear, lest American 
lives and American prestige be sacrificed to a 
private war between personalities, 
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FCC’s Scrutiny of Train Radio 


The FCC has taken a most constructive action 
in scheduling an investigation and public hear- 
ings on the subject of two-way radio communica- 
tions in the operation of railroad trains. 

Primitive methods are still relied upon by too 
many railroads and to too great an extent. It is 
perfectly obvious that they cry out for improve- 
ment. The only question is whether the radio 
is a serviceable instrument, 

The ICC, which hag not shown too much 
pioneering spirit in regard to these matters, 
should accept FCC’s invitation to join in the 
making of the study.’ It radio is found to be 
feasible, is there any reason why it should not 
be made required equipment on all lines? 
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Sweet Odor of Sobriquet 


If a rose by another name would smell just as 
sweet, politicians who can get themselves called 
Lefty or Jud or Steve smell still sweeter.

The War Relocation Authority was given 
the job of providing for the care and wel- 
fare of the people who were uprooted and 
transferred and of arranging for the res- 
toration to normal life of those among 
them who are the blameless victims of a 
wartime program. 


No Race-Baiting for WRA 


I think that there can be no doubt that 
the program has, in general, been handled 
with discretion, humanity and wisdom. 
WRA did not persecute these people, and 
it made no attempt to punish those of a 
different race who were not responsible for 
what has been happening in the far Pa- 
cific, 


The War Relocation Authority—make no 
mistake about it—has been criticised for 
not engaging in this sort of lynch party, 
Under my jurisdiction, it will not be stam- 
peded into undemocratic, bestial, inhuman 
action. It will not be converted into an 
instrument of revenge or racial warfare. 


I have on many occasions called for the 
punishment of the war criminals, whether 
they have committed their outrages under 
Tojo and the fiendish military caste of 
Japan, or under Hitler. . 


Let us see that the guilty are made to 
feel the heavy hand of justice, but let us 
not degrade ourselves to the level of the 
fanatical Nazis and Japanese war lords. 
Civilization expects more from us than 
from them. 


In resisting the onslaughts of those who 
would have the WRA initiate the sav- 
ageries of the ruling factions in the na- 
tions with which we are at war, I am sure 
that we have the support of virtually all 
Americans. 


I am particularly grateful to those on 
the West Coast who have been brave 
enough and Christian enough to speak out 
against the vindictive, bloodthirsty on- 
slaughts of professional race-mongers. 

All the Japanese-Americans who were 
evacuated from the West Coast have un- 
dergone a most intensive investigation. 


Those concerning whom there is any basis 
whatever for a suspicion of disloyalty have 
been sent to internment camps or are being 
segregated at Tule Lake. 


This segregation process is virtually 
complete, and the thousands of Japanese- 
Americans who remain at the other cen- 
ters are, by all reasonable tests, loyal 
American citizens or law-abiding aliens. 


All of us recognize that, in time of war, 
we are subject to orders and restraints 
which would be intolerable in time of 
peace. No one who is loyal to the United 
States objects to this. 


But when military necessity does not 
require it, no one of us who is an Ameri- 
can citizen or a loyal alien can be de. 
prived of his rights under the law. 


Back to a Normal Life 


I believe that the only justifiable reason 
for confinement of a citizen is the evidence 
that the individual might endanger the 
wartime security of the nation. 


The major emphasis in WRA operations 
is now on restoring the people of all the 
centers except Tule Lake as rapidly as 
possible to private life. Over 20,000 peo- 
ple have already left the centers to make 
new homes and engage in new jobs in 
hundreds of communities all of the way 
from Spokane to Boston. 


These relocated evacuees are establish- 
ing themselves in cities and on farms, and 
many have indicated that they plan to re- 
main in their new locations during the 
postwar period, The relocation program 
is contributing to a more widespread dis- 
persal of Japanese-Americans throughout 
the country. 


We must all face the problem of their 
eventual status and treatment. Most of 
them, after a thorough investigation, the 
doubts being resolved in favor of segre- 
gating them, have been proved to be loyal 
and devoted to this nation, 


Problem of Local People 


It is intolerable to think that these peo- 
ple will be excluded from a normal life in 
this country for long. It is intolerable to 
think that merely because they resided on 
the West Coast—in California, or Washing- 
ton, or Oregon—they must be wards of the 
Government for one moment longer than 
the necessities of war require. 


I know of no virus in these three states 
which has infected them so that they must 
be treated differently from the Japanese- 
Americans who reside in other states. 


To a large extent, this is a local prob- 
lem. It is a problem of people in California, 
in Washington and in Oregon. 


I hope that the clamor of these few who 
are screaming that this situation should be 
resolved on the basis of prejudice and hate 
will soon be overwhelmed by the _ stern 
remonstrances of those —an overwhelming 
majority—who believe in fair play and de- 
cency, Christianity, 
America, in the Constitution of the United 
States.

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New Perspective on Hawthorne 
And His Ideas About Democracy 


“Hawthorne: Critic of Society,’ by Lawrence Sam 
gent Hall, (Yale University Press, New Haven, 
Conn.) 

Those who have accepted Henry James’ 
dictum that Nathaniel Hawthorne was 
“outside of everything, an alien everywhere, 
an esthetic solitary,” will be interested and 
startled by this book. Mr. Hall shows that 
Hawthorne, far from being a retreatist 
from the actualities of life, partook of much 
of the aggressive optimism of his period 
and, during his consulship in Liverpool, at 
least, was awake to the money-making op- 
portunities the position offered. 

The book is somewhat mistitled. The 
reader, that is, who hopes to glean any 
concrete criticism of society either then or 
now, will be disappointed. What he will 
find is a generalized, perhaps uncritical 
faith in the power of democracy to regen- 
erate all mankind. This faith in Hawthorne 
is alone sufficient to disprove James’ de 
scription of him. 

° . a 

Hawthorne's writings, of course, are not 
the democratic squawk of a Whitman. They 
are a much more subtle and philosophical 
portrayal of the effect on personality of 
democracy or of its denial. As Mr. Hall 
shows, “The House of Seven Gables” is a 
story of the slow rotting of a family that 
tries to maintain its aristocratic tradition 
even though that means complete severance 
from the healthy democracy about it. 

Yet Hawthorne’s criticism of society is 
so unspecific, is so largely an almost mys- 
tical appreciation of psychological reactions, 
that the reader will be more interested, I 
believe, in the new interpretation he gets 
of Hawthorne the man. 

The thesis of the book is that Hawthorne 
recovered from the maladjustment to so- 
ciety evidenced in his solitary 10 years im- 
mediately after his graduation from Bow- 
doin. His year’s experience at Brook Farm 
disgusted him with the fanaticism of “phil- 
anthropy”; the sordidness of his politica] 
appointments and dismissal sickened him 
and yet enlightened him, But his four years 
as consul at Liverpool gave him a respect 
for material gain and a stimulus to social 
action,

“About People,” by William Steig. (Duell, Sloan & 

Pearce, New York.) 

“About People” follows Steig’s previous 
volume, “The Lonely Ones,” and marks a 
return to pure Steig technique, a welcome 
return to realism after an excursion into 
abstraction. For those readers unfamiliar 
with Dr. Steig’s researches into human 
thoughts and behavior, it should be ex- 
plained that he expresses his ideas in 
drawings. Very swell drawings, too, with 
a strangely haunting quality that treads 
the borderland between the world of 
reality and the world of dreams. At first 
glance, they may appear to be crude comic 
drawings because many are, indeéd, funny, 
but all pack a mature wallop. 

The publishers have done a beautiful 
job; each drawing appears to have been 
done directly and freshly on the page. The 
titles written in script add to this appear- 
ance of intimacy and informality.

The Jap Pilot Was Scared’ 


Nipponese Air Force Deteriorating, Says American Ace.

This is the sixth and last chap- 
ter of Major Bong’s own story of 
his air victories against the Japs. 


MV on April 12 at Hollandia 
‘which our forces have recent- 
ly captured from the Japs. I say 
my last because Gen. Kenney, 
air chief in this theater, put me 
on “the shelf” that day-the day 
I both tied and bettered Eddie 
Rickenbacker’s World War I rec- 
ord of 26 enemy aircraft shot 
down. Now I am going home 
again—thig time to learn gunnery 
school teaching techniques. I can’t 
say I'm very happy about it—al- 
though I'm looking forward to 
seeing my family again. (Editor’s 
note: Major Bong arrived in 
Washington yesterday.) 


But as for just going home— 
well, I'd rather be staying on here 
with the same kind of status I've 
had these last few months. I sup- 
pose I have had a few close calls 
and have been a little bit wor- 
ried more often than that. But 
the hardest I ever sweated was 
the night and morning following 
my last combat mission over Hol- 
landia. You see I had my cameras 
set wrong so there was no really 
accurate photographic report of 
the victories I claimed that day. 
It depended on whether or not 
members of the flight squadron 
I had gone with could give posi- 
tive confirmation. 
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The fighter pilots were strung 
from one end of New Guinea to 
the other that night and it wasn’t 
until the next morning that the 
fighter command could get them 
together and take a reading on 
what had happened. Fortunately 
for me, not one but several pilots 
witnessed my first two “kills’— 
so that put me over the top. I 
rested a lot easier after that. I 
didn’t have any real ideas of try- 
ing to crack Rickenbacker’s rec- 
ord until after the “Flying Cir- 
cus” Tom Lynch (Lt. Col. Tom 
Lynch of Catasauqua, Pa.) and I 
started really got rolling.

We 
were escorting “heavies” to Hol- 
landia and although the place had 
been knocked al] over by previous 
raids we were still looking for 
some interception. Incidentally, I 
should mention here that I was 
out on a mission every day during 
the first nine days of April, try- 
ing to do something about my 
score of 25 and every time I 
picked a spot the Japs just weren't 
there, 
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I was getting a little discour- 
aged by April 10, so I took two 
days off, waiting for the Hollandia 
mission. We couldn’t see the Japs 
anywhere when we first hit the 
target area that day. We were 
flying in staggered formation 
from about 12, feet on up. 
Then, over the radio, I heard 
there were about 20 Zeroes hug- 
ging close as they could to the 
ungles around Hollandia and 

ke Sentdni. That was good 


enough for all of us and we went 


tearing down en masse. 


I wish I could report that my 
last flight was the most exciting 
of them all. But that would be 
stretching my imagination beyond 
the realm of fact. It was in fact 
a little dull. The Japs didn’t want 
to fight and didn’t seem to dis- 
guise the fact either. They just 
seemed to want to run away. Of 
course, when we closed in on them 
they made a pretense of resist- 
ance, but it wasn’t much of an 
effort. The last one I snared that 
day—the one I’m counting on to 
bring my, score to 28—was prob- 
ably the cagiest of all I ever tan- 
gled with. He really didn’t want 
to fight for sour apples, and when 
he wasn’t trying to make tracks 
toward Tokyo, he was engaging 
in some plain and fancy acrobat- 
ics.

I think 
he knows by now that whenever 
our two-engined twin-tailed P-38 
turns up it’s a sad day for his 
team. That “lightning strikes 
twice” quotation is a description 
of what they’ve done to the Japs— 
except that twice is an under- 
statement, 


Looking back over 18 months of 
combat and almost three years in 
the Army Air Forces as a cadet 
and pilot, it isn't hard for me to 
realize the things I believe have 
contributed most to my being 
pretty successful against the Jap. 
First, I've been lucky in getting 
the breaks of frequent contact 
with the Nip and contact with him 
in a really topnotch fighter plane. 
Secondly, I was fortunate enough 
to get in a great deal of gunnery 
training in flying school and while 
I still think I am an inferior shot 
to pilots like Maj. George Welch 
(of Wilmington, Del.), I have the 
benefit of knowing in detail the 
fundamentals of being a good com- 
bat marksman. 
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The third point is more or less 
inherent—I have always had a 
real respect for airplanes and I 
don’t think I’ve ever needlessly 
taken advantage of them or asked 
for more than they were made to 
deliver. A combat airplane was 
not intended for grandstand plays 
—they’re really unbelievably -deli- 
cate instruments of war and if 
you take them that way your 
chances of coming out in one 
piece are way above even. The 
fourth point is linked with the 
last two. Before getting my first 
combat assignment, I was given 
an assignment I hated at the time 
but now realize it was the best 
thing that ever happened to me. 

When I was graduated from 
flight school, I figured along with 
some others that I wag just about 
the hottest thing they ever pinned 
wings on. Then they made me 
an instructor—that hurt my pride 
and I didn’t like the assignment 
at all. But about the second week, 
I began learning. how very little 
I really knew about flying—the 
fastest way to recognize your own 
shortcomings is to try to teach 
someone else the right way of 
doing something. As an instructor 
you run into some fairly embar- 
rassing aeronautical problems— 
both theoretical and practical— 
and I had my share of them, 

What taught me a lesson I be- 
lieve most important of all and 
certainly influenced my combat 
flying to the greatest extent was 
that I learned humility and re- 
spect for an airplane.

The Victory Gardener 


EOPLE will tell you that you'll grow more callouses on 

your hands than potatoes in the rows in a small garden, If 

I didn't know better from my own garden records, I might 
be convinced. So many have told me, “You can’t do it!” 
Granted that spuds aren't a worthwhile crop for a “handker- 
chief” size plot, a ,50-foot row will pay impressive dividends in 
calories, vitamins, good taste and money-saving. I know that 
50 feet of row can yield anywhere from one to three bushels 
of potatoes. 

Maybe those down-on-potatoes “Backyard Farmers” just 
don’t know the special tactics for big yield in a heavy soil. 
When you are in on the “know-how” you can be pretty sure of 
worth-while production. 


The absolute “must” for good potato yield is humus or. 


organic matter in the soil. Heavy soil) and that’s probably an 
accurate description of yours, as it is of mine, is considered the 
most dependable type of soil for spuds. But it must have the 
addition of well-rotted manure, compost of leaves, grass cut- 
tings, etc., turned-under sod. The kind of organic matter or 
humus isn’t the problem, just so it is well worked into and 
through the soil. . 
oe ee 

A SPADING FORK, rather than a spade, is my choice for 
turning the soil. The point is, to keep the soil ag loose as pos- 
sible. Next we must be sure of good drainage. I’m sure the 
weather this season has made us try out all the possible drain- 
age tactics, so I’m sure just the advice of good drainage is 
enough. If you've never grown your own before, potatoes 
probably fall into three classes for you: new, baking and boiling 
kinds. Probably even the grocer doesn’t know the names of 
those he sells. Different varieties do best as “early” potatoes 
and for the mid-season plantings. With the first break in the 
weather, the “earlies” that you'll want to hurry and plant are 
Irish Cobblers, Early Ohios or Triumphs. The last two are the 
pink-skinned kinds; my preference for tasty “new” potatoes. 
Ordinary years, I'm talking about the weather now, early po- 
tatoes are planted in middle April, But in any case, planted 
in the next week or so, they'll] be harvested in time to use that 
game ground for quickies like lettuce, radishes, or maybe beets, 
before the season ends. 


oR - ®R 
‘MIDSUMMER favorites for high yield and good quality are 
usually planted in early or mid-June. You can enjoy some of 
them as new potatoes and let most of them stay in the ground 
until frost, for the biggest possible yield. The varieties to 
choose from are Green Mountain, one of the Rurals, Irish 
Cobblers or Katahdin. 

Certified seed potatoes from a reliable dealer may cost a 
few cents more but they'll prove you're not “penny wise and 
pound foolish.” It’s all to the good if the seed buds have 
swelled into ghort stubby sprouts but the potato should still be 
firm. Cutting up the potatoes for seed pieces is sometimes a 
perplexing sort of jigg-saw puzzle game for the amateur. The 
average potato will make anywhere from three to six pieces, 
depending on its size. Give each potato a quick once-over, and 
then cut for chunky pieces with at least one eye. You can 
plant in double rows, nine inches apart with about 24 inches 
between each set of double rows; or use the regular system of 
about 20 inches between single rows.

WITH THE HOE, open the seed furrows about four inches 
Geep. Figure at the rate of a generous five pounds of Victory 
Garden Fertilizer to 50 feet of row and scatter it into the 
opened furrows. Now use the hoe to pull about two inches 
ef soil into the furrows and over the fertilizer. The potatoes 
ean then be placed in the furrows about 12 inches apart. 
with about three or four inches of the loose soil. 


The last “must” for good potato yield is mulching. When | 
the thermometer hits around 80 degrees, those potato rows 


must be covered over with about two inches of straw, grass 
clippings or any sort of mulch, It's a protection against sun- 
seald, an insulation against the heat and it preserves the soll 
moisture.

Says Doctor Motherhood So Popular Studios Lose Millions From Delayed Production

HE BACK is the crossroads of 

our organism where the body 

and the mind and the soul 
meet, They often get into argu- 
ment and in having it out all hell 
breaks loose, 

Or, to put it another way, a 
backache consists of one, the 
causes of the backache, and two, 
the person who has the backache, 
The cure and outcome of the case 
depends more on the second ele- 
ment than the first. The back is 
the burden bearer. When the bur- 
dens of the sou! set too heavy the 
back protests. A spinelesg person 
often has a backache, 

The quéstion-—‘“What is good for 
a sore back?”--indicatés a pro- 
found naivete on the part of the 
layman, It would take any doctor 
an hour to complete an examina- 
tion which would allow even of a 
guess as to the cause of backache, 
Véry few physicians make such an 
examination, Partly they lack the 
information, but mostly they lack 
the patience. There is hardly any 
field of medicine where the pa- 
tients are more neglected. Every 
town should have a “misery” 
clinic. 

Backache is in medicine the ele- 
phant examined by the blind man. 
Each blind man felt a separate 
part, Each one’s conclusions as to 
what the elephant was really like 
were limited, Your backache is 
due to: (1) posture—says the or- 
thopedist; (2) the uterus—says the 
gynaecologist; (3) the kidneys 
says the urologist; (4) rupture of 
an intervertebra] disk—says the 
surgeon; (5) focal infection—says 
the internist; (6) gold-bricking— 
Says the top sergeant; (7) high 
heels,—no! I mean low heels—says 
the cobbler; (8) wearing shoes-- 
says the Nature faddist; (9) go- 
ing barefooted—says Miss Nancy; 
(10) “Something you tried to _lift, 
no doubt”-—says the husband; (11) 
“Sitting around on them hard 
chairs in a draft at Grogan’s, no 
doubt”—says the wife; (12) rail- 
way spine—says the shyster law- 
yer. Well, there’s a round dozen 
of blind men. 

ARTHRITIS IS A FREQUENT 
cause. The bones and joints of 
the spine are just as subject to 
arthritis as the other joints of the 
body. This form must be treated 
by some combination of removal 
of foci of infection, massage, 
manipulation, splinting, climate, 
medicines which relieve pain and 
gold salts in the vein, and large 
gobs of hope. 


Posture and Backache. 

Posture is the key to much of 
back health and much of back- 
ache, “Seat a stenographer pro 
erly,” gays Osgood, an esthenedio 
surgeon, “and she will make few- 
er mistakes, have less menstrual 
trouble, and take fewer days off 
for backache.” 

Injury may slip out some of the 
complicated interadjustments of 
muscles, tendons, fasciae, nerves, 
bones and joints in the back. An 
astonishing thing is the frequency 
with which slight, trivial, com- 
monly repeated movements will 
result in a backache. Here are 
some of them as listed from the 
practice of an eminent orthopedic 
surgeon: 

Raising a window that sticks. 
Missing a step on the stairs. Pick- 
ing up grass on a golf course to 
see which way the wind is blow- 
ing. Putting a rug under a desk. 
Sneezing. 

“Watch an experienced piano 
mover at work,” to quote Osgood, 
“and-you will gee him lift with 
his thighs and not his back.” 

A NEWLY DISCOVERED form 
of injury to the back is the pro- 
truded or ruptured intervertebral 
disk. Between the bony bodies of 
the spinal vertebra are cartilag- 
inous disks which act as cushions 
and give the joints mobility. They 
are quite dense on the surface, 
but in the center there is a soft 
area called the nucleus pulposus. 
When subjected to severe strain 
this may rupture, be squeezed s0 
that it protrudes from between 
the bodies of two vertebrae and 
presses on nerves causing back- 
ache and sciatica. It can be re- 
moved surgically, and, if properly 
done, this relieves the pain. When 
a patient with a protruded disk 
is operated on by an expert the 
result is magic; if by a bungler 
the result is tragic.

OTHER’S day never occu- 
M pied so bright a spot on the 

Hollyweod calendar as it does 
this year, 1944.

“Just for a Scrap of Paper.” 

Notorious indictment of blunted 
sensibility and dulled conscience, 
“juet for a scrap of paper” made 
the headlines about 30 years ago 
upon its utterance by Theobald 
von Bethman Hollweg, German 
Chancellor. When England, on 
August 4, 1914, announced it would 
stand by its guarantee of Belgium, 
in accordance with its obligation 
under the treaties of 1839 and 


1870, the German Chancellor called 
upon Sir William Edward Gosch- 
en, the British ambassador at Ber- 
lin. 

Emphasizing his nation’s sur- 
prise and resentment at Britain's 
decision, he urged:

West led the spade six. The ace 
was put up, trumps were drawn, 
and declarer then took the finesse 
against the diamond king with an 
air of complete confidence. He was 
in for a rude shock. West smoth- 
ered the diamond queen and re- 
turned a spade, and later nothing 
could save South from losing a 
heart trick and another diamond. 
Down one! 


South glared at East and mut- 
tered that he certainly should have 
had the diamond king for “that 
nervy spade bid,” and East grinned 
amiably—he could afford to! The 
fact was, however, that South had 
tossed away a laydown contract. 
The sure road to victory was to 
ruff away dummy’s spades, draw 
trumps, and then play out three 
rounds of hearts. On the diamond 
return from East, declarer would 
play either the queen or the 10, In 
the assurance that if West could 
take the trick he would have to re- 
turn a diamond up to South's re- 
maining tenace, or another suit 
that could be ruffed in one hand 
while a diamond wag being dis- 
carded from the other,
